Bulwer as a Speaker. 


There are unquestionably passages 
of a very high order of eloquence in 
most of Hu 1 W ei’s speeches. 
Speeches 
in the ordinary sense of the term these 
com positions are not. 
jit is not that 
they aré deficient in fire’, in energy of 
dictou, in vividness of metaphor, but 
as we read them we spp clearly enough 
w ith how m uch caré the Are has been 
accumulated, what inddstrious pre­ 
meditation has been expended on the 
phraseology, how anxiously weighed 
is tho propriety of each trope. 
Yet, 
after all, these would not have such 
serious 
counterbalancing 
disadvan­ 
tages if Bulwer had possessed what he 
never had, a vigorous and lifelike de 
livery. 
This being the case, it Is some­ 
what strange to hoar to what a degree 
Bulwer was frequently carried away 
by the im petuosity of his passion. The 
Austrian poet Grillpárzer, who saw 
him one evening in tbe lobby of the 
H ouse soon after he had spoken on a 
question of eolouial policy, writes: 
“I observed, on his leaving us, that 
lie staggered in his gait like a drunken 
man. 
I presently learned, however, 
that he liad just been speaking ami 
that w hat 1 had taken for intoxication 
was, in faef, the reaction of nervous 
tension.” 
In an interesting autobiagraphical 
passage, Bulwer says of him self: 
“I have little repartee, m y memory 
isslow ^and my presence of m ind not 
great; Libia, by the way, is seif-dis- 
parageinent; 
Bulwer’s presence of 
niinu was extraordinary;] my powers 
of speaking are very uncertain and 
very imperfectly developed. 
I have 
eloquence in me, and nave spoken 
even as an orator, but not in the House 
of Commons. 
I cannot speak w ithout 
either preparation or the pressure of 
powerful excitem ent.” 
There is a passage in “My N ovel” 
descriptive of the difficulties which 
Randal Leslie found in holding the ear 
of a m ixed audience, which is scarcely 
less autobiographical than that just 
quoted: 
“if he (Randal Leslie] attempted to 
speak at his own Intellectual level, he 
was so subtle and refining as to be 
alm ost incomprehensible; If he fell 
into the fatal error—not uncommon to 
inexperienced orators — of trying to 
lower him self to the intellectual level 
of his audience, he was only elabo­ 
rately stupid. 
N o man can speak too 
well for a crowd, as no man can write 
too well for tbe stage; but in no case 
should he be rhetorical, or case in 
periods the dry bones of reasoning. 
It 
is to the em otions or to the humors 
that the speaker of a crowd m ust ad­ 
dress him self; his eye m ust brighten 
with generous sentim ent, or his lip 
m ust expand in the play of animated 
fancy or genial wit. 
Bulwe|r failed as a speaker, not be­ 
cause he om itted to bear these admo­ 
nitions in mind, but because, rem em ­ 
bering well their import, he lacked 
the art to conceal his consciousness of 
their importance. 
It is not exactly 
easy to see what lie means by not 
being “rhetorical;” it is certain that 
he altned at avoiding the semblance 
of “rhetorical” effects, he was signally 
unsuccessful. 
Bulwer’s orations are 
rhetorical, or they are nothing. 
The 
truth of the m atter is probably this: 
M any other speakers have prepared 
their addresses quite as carefully as 
the author of M y Novel. 
Hheridun 
certainly did so; and in all probability 
did Canning; Tom Duncome made 
one of the best speeches ever made in 
the House of Commons, and that he 
did not so much prepare as learn, for 
its real author was H enry De Ross. 
But then in each of these cases there 
was no overwelghin^;. 
Now, Bulwer 
was alw ays overweighted. 
H e had 
intellectually meditated and digested 
more than he could orally give forth 
from his treasure-house. 
Oratory is 
not only an intellectual gift—it im ­ 
plies certain definite physical qualifi­ 
cations. 
Between the art of the ora­ 
tor and of tbe poet there Is only a the­ 
oretical affinity; but probably every 
orator could be, if lie had túrne! his 
atteutiort th the stage, a great actór( 
Bulwer had not the physical qualifica­ 
tions of an actor or an orator. 
H is 
periods, as we read them on paper, are 
admirable; 
when utfered, they sel­ 
dom seethed natural. 
H is self-con­ 
sciousneSs was excessive, and he was 
without the skill to conceal his self­ 
consciousness, of to merge his iden­ 
tity into that Of his hearers. IJis voice 
was feeble, thoügb his w it was ready 
and his im ugimhiqn 
quick, 
Ilis 
speeches on ibe Crimean war, the fall 
of Kitrs, the state of thé ariny Before 
Sebastopol, are/ ás literary efforts, ex ­ 
trem ely good.
